The Land Scrip Fraud. 

In the last issue of the Athens Banner 
Dr Th. HH. Carlton, a well-known jour- 
nalist, devotes nearly two columns of 
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editorial space to the discussion of a 
subject for the disposition of the interest 
arising from ‘the agricultural land scrip. 
While we ‘are not prepared - to  in- 
dorse the plan proposed by Dr. Carl- 
ton until we have inquired into it care- 
fully, his high position, no less than the 
intrinsic interest inthe scheme he pro- 
poses, demands that his views should be 
laid before the people. Not having the 
space to give his article in its entirety 
we shall endeavor to summarize it. 
He opens the discussion by noting the 
increased interest that is now taken in 
all educational matters, and argues great 
things from the revival. He fears, how- 
ever, that the spontaneous demand that 
seems to be made from Thomasville, 
Milledgeville and other points, for branch 
agricultural colleges, subordinate to and 
co-ordinate with the state university, 
as theSDahlonega college now, will result 
in crippling the university, without 
efliciently establishing the branch col- 
leges, and may even go so far as to jeo- 
pardize the fund itself. The whole fund 
he deelares is $13,904. The whole of it 
is now paid to the agricultural college at 
Athens, which in turn gives $8,000 of it 
to the college at Dahlonega. He then 
goes on to show that to divide this sum 
still further into three parts would be to 
deprive the Athens college of its neces- 
sary support, and thus render it unable 
to complete and round off the éducation 
commenced in any of the subordinate 
colleges—while in turn it would not give 
either of them enough to make them ef- 
ficient. He thinks that the direct and 
unavoidable intent of the general govern- 
ment, under which the grant was maie, 
as well as the interests of the university

He is not unmindful, however, of the’

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bureau, $21,000 to 000 per annum. 
This amount comes from the fees for the 
inspection of fertilizers. It is paid by 
the farmers of the state, and should be 
used, he holds, in some way or other for 
their benefit. He contends that the 
state has no right to get this speculative 
surplus from one of its bureaus. He 
proposes, therefore, that this surplus of 
every $20,000 per annum be apportioned 
out among the four points serving for 
aid for eolleges—one of these points of 
course being Dahlonega. This plan would 
give each college an ample amount to sup- 
port it, and would leave the university at 
Athens with fully enough to sustain itin 
its present course and of giving free edu- 
cation to all who apply for it. He con- 
tends that as our agricultural system 
is constantly being improved — the 
revenue from the inspection of fer- 
tilizers will increase rather than dimin- 
ish and that it may be considered safe to 
rely upon it for at least $20,000 per an- 
num for many years to come. He closes 
his article by asking for a consideration 
of this plan, and for a hearty support of 
the agricultural bureau. We commend 
the plan proposed by Dr. Carlton to the 
attention of our readers, and especially 
of the members of the legis'ature.

Messrs.‘Rosengarten & Sons, of Phila- 
delphia,. do us the honor to send usa 
copy of their circular issued in May for 
the benefit of F. Wood’s ways and means 
committee. We have already paid. our 
respects to this circular of the Philadel- 
phia apothecaries, but its reception re- 
minds us to once more call the attenticn 
of the southern members of the house to 
the infamous tax on quinine, and to 
appeal to them to make one final 
effort before the adjournment of congress 
to secure its removal. Every instinct of 
humanity must impel those who are not in 
the pay of the Philadelphia monopolists to 
engage in an attempt to remove the duty 
upon the sulphate of quinine. It is the 
most iniquitous and unjust tax ever 
levied in the histogy of any government. 
It is a tax upon disease in its most dis- 
tressing forms, and the worst of it is, that 
instead of the government deriving any 
revenue therefrom, nearly the whole 
amount of thé tax goes into the pockets 
of a brace of Philadelphia firms which 
have entire control of the market, and 
may add to the price of the drug at their 
pleasure. They may make the wholesale 
price of the quinine $3.40 or they may 
push it, as was the case last summer, to 
$6.00 an ounce, The _ protective 
duty is bad enough, but the monopo- 
ly which it erects is infinitely 
worse. The duty not only prevents com- 
petition, but it invites combination and 
the result is that foreign manufacturers, 
cut off from all opportunity of competing 
in the American market, find it to their 
advantage to combine with the Philadel- 
phia apothécaries to keep up the price 
the world over, so that the tax upon the 
fever-smitten in America also falls upon 
those who are dying with the typhus 
fever in Russia. Could = iniqnity 
be more far-reaching? Could the 
misfortunes of the sick and 
the destitute be made to pay a bloodier 
tribute to the greed of a few firms 
and the rapacity of American congress- 
men’? Could the necessities of the peo- 
ple be speculated in with keener knavery? 
The foreign manufacturers—principally 
Howard and Pelletier—finding that they 
have no market in America, owing to 
the blood-tax imposed by bribed con- 
gressmen and maintained by congress- 
men who are either dishonest 
or careless of the lives’ of the 
people, recoup themselves by. com- 
bining with the Philadelphia apothe- 
caries, and thus enjoy all the benefits of 
the Americaninfamy. They know thatthe 
world must have quinine no matter what 
the price, and it is charged, and not de- 
nied, that they manufacture a quantity 
limited to what is about the average de- 
mand, and agree not to sell below a cer- 
tain figure. It is further charged, and 
not denied, that if any manufacturer, 
impelled by an _ extra supply of 
the greed that seems to be a marked 
characteristic of these monopolists, pre- 
sumes to cut these rates, the rest of the 
crew immediately combine to undersell 
him, and he is quickly forced back inte 
the combination. 

The main excuse for the retention of 
the duty on quinine, as set forth in the 
circular which the Philadelphia apoth- 
ecaries have been thoughtful enough to 
send to Tur Conxstirution is that owing 
to to our swindling navigation laws, the 
barks from which quinine is made are 
subject to a discrimination tax of 
ten per cent, if not im- 
ported direct from South America 
orthe East Indies. This is merely an 
attempt to blind uninformed people. 
The facts are that in 1878S the total value 
of bitter bark imported into this country 
amounted to $1,423,562, and of this vast 
amount, only $923 worth was subjected 
to the discriminating tax often per cent. 
The circular closes with the patent false- 
hood that should the duty on the sul- 
phate of quinine be removed, the Ameri- 
can manuiacturers would be compelled 
to close their laboratories. When it is re- 
membered that the duty upon qui- 
nine is a bonus which the sick people of 
the country are compelled to pay into 
the pockets of the monopolists—that it 
amounts to about $700,000 annually—and 
that in addition to this the apothecaries 
place an extra profit upon the drug by 
combining with foreign manufacturers— 
the stupidity of the statemeat becomes 
manifest.
